It'is known this 
letter, plus other required biographic forms, personally filled 
out by Subject in Villa Devoto Prison, have already been forwarded 
to Minlnt in Buenos Aires for study and decision. To date (Nov 21) 
neither Embassy nor Subject's parents have received any information 
from Minlnt on this case.; but it is believed a decision could be
